NEW SEASON TEA SHIPS, 

The Ulysses (steamer), from Hankow, June 4, with new season's 
teas, reached Gravesend on the 9th inst., and on the following 
day the Lord of the Isles, from the same port, arrived ; the latter 
vessel left Hankow June 8, and Woosung June 15, and has thus 
made the passage from Woosung to Gravesend in fifty-six days.

and the Glendarroch, from Foochow, have also passed the Canal. 
The Diomed, from Foochow,.left Aden on the 6th inst., after re-

The Mongolia (P. and O. steamer) left Malta on the 11th inst., and 
may be expected at Southampton on the 20th.

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OUR NEW MINISTER AT PEKING. 

On the eve of important events it is neither safe nor pru- 
dent to speculate. We take up the pen, indeed, without 
knowing what a day, or a telegram, may bring forth. Bat 
however the scene may shift on the diplomatic stage—how- 
ever Cabinets may act, or by whatever influences Ministers 
may be urged—principles are happily immutable. Upon 
these we have from the first taken our stand ; by these we 
are resolved in all circumstances to abide. To us the rise or 
fall, the success or defeat, of a mere party, has, of itself, 
comparatively but little interest. In our estimation, the im- 
portance of such alternations depends, not upon the various 
fortunes of the contest, but upon the tendency of the re- 
sult to promote or obstruct the final triumph of those 
great principles which, whatever may be the resistance op- 
posed to them, are certain sooner or later to prevail. 

Recent events in China have shown that the progress of 
British commerce and civilisation in the Far East is much too 
dear to the country, and involves interests all over the world 
much too important to allow it to be counteracted by all the 
impediments which can be placed in its way by incompetent 
statesmen at home, or to be baffled by all the artifices which 
Oriental hypocrisy can employ to abate its energy. The power 
of resistance has limits, but that of perseverange has none. 
Our position in China is so plain that nothing but adminis- 
trative blindness can prevent our Ministers from seeing it. 
It is necessary, however, that they should learn that it is not 
enough to mean honestly ; they must act boldly and demand 
guarantees. On the Chinese Court they can have no hold, ex- 
cept through the medium of its fears. The mandarins will 
only yield to pressure from without ; and it is as clear as noon- 
day that no reliance can be placed upon the young Em- 
peror, surrounded as he constantly is by the inveterate 
enemies of progress—by persons who have systematically 
persuaded him to submit to anti-foreign influences which have 
enormously augmented all the difficulties of his Government, 
and have now once again imperilled the very existence of his 
tbrone. Ifthe present dynasty is to be maintained, it must 
be made clear to the Government that it can only be done 
by extending and cementing the relations of China with the 
Western Powers. The time has at length arrived when the 
really great men of the people— the party of progress 
and enlightenment—must be so upheld by our Ministers, in 
spite of the sneers of Court parasites, and the blind ha- 
tred of their fanatical dupes, so that they may at once 
assume a commanding place in the councils of the Em- 
pire, and by their talents, their influence, their character, 
and their experience, enjoy free opportunity to promote 
the happiness of the people. They must be sustained 
by the means of developing—what we know to be a 
fact established beyond all doubt—that the good-will of 
the great bulk of the Chinese population is, in the main, 
favourable to foreigners—sensible of the advantage of their 
trade, anxious to profit by their inventions, and not radically 
opposed to their institutions if they are sensibly and deli- 
cately introduced tothem. We can imagine no grander op- 
portunity of extended usefulness, no career which could in 
clude a wider field for the accomplishment of that best of all 
good objects, securing “the greatest happiness of the greatest 
number,” than that which now opens bef.re Mr. Wap on 
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his appointment as the successor of Sir RuTHERFORD ALOucK 
at Peking. 

We have on many occasions felt it impossible to record 
Mr. Wave's proceedings without animadverting in strong 
terms upon his apparently unaccountable delays, want of 
firmness, proneness to give the Chinese Government credit 
for dincerity and goodwill in the face of the most con- 
vinding evidence of their duplicity, weakness, and bad faith, 
and other short-comi We are certainly not thé people 
to seize the opportatiity of his advaticement to retract or 
modify one tittle of the opinidnéd which we have felt called 
upon to express in regard to his conduct of affairs, though we are 
free to admit that his policy may possibly have been guided 
by his late chief in such 4 way as to have committed him to 
@ course of action which hemay not have entirely approved, 
but which he may have felt it inconsistent with his honour 
openly to deprecate. The strange omission to send home 
full particulars of the Chinese Circular remains still unac- 
counted for ; and it seems only too probable that Parliament 
will be permitted to rise before the circumstances of that 
extraordinary proceeding are explained to the country. But 
we must by no means jump to the conclusion that the ab- 
sence of the “missing despatch ” is attributable to the laches 
of Mr. Wabs, and that the indifference or procrastination of 
our Foreign-office have had no share in it. All that we can 
do now is to wait with what patience we may for the 
explanation which must ultimately be made, and con- 
sole ourselves for the delay by the reflection that, now 
that Mr. Wane is officially constituted our Minister at 
Peking, he will feel it due to himself to speak more unre- 
servedly than he may have considered himself entitled to 
do hitherto. In the mean time his appointment affords us 
the opportunity, which we gladly avail ourselves of, to ex- 
preas the general feeling of restored confidence which has 
been excited by the publication of the lucid and compre- 
hensive memorandum which he appended to the Blue-book 
on the revision uf the Treaties, of which we gave a resumé 
in these columns on the 21st ult. Mr. Wapz’s memo- 
randum is not only conceived in a sense of enligh- 
tened statesmanship, but expressed in language which 
shows such a desire to discuss the views of the commercial 
community in a candid and conciliatory spirit as justifies 
the highest hopes of the successful administration of the 
British interests in the Far East now entrusted to his charge. 


_It is a document which it is impossible to read without ob- 
-serving the great contrast between the temperate, thoughtful, 


and courteous phrases of our present Minister, and the 
cynical, sarcastic, and almost offensive language which Sir 
RuruerrorD ALoook too often employed when referring to 
the British community in China, whose interests were con- 
fided to him. But the merits of the memorandum before 
us do not stop here. It is a document which gives assurance 
that all the terms of the revised Treaty which can fairly be 
advanced by our merchants, whose representations were for- 
merly 80 superciliously disregarded, will lose nothing for 
want of the temperate advocacy of our new Minister. 


' HONG KONG VERSUS SHANGHAL—AN OLD 
CONTROVERSY REVIVED. 
In the new. Blue-book on our Eastern colonies, which we

But 
we must protest against an official communication reflecting 
ov the conduct of the representative of an important body 
being permitted to remain unanswered for twenty months, 
and then being published in a form which admits of no 
satisfactory contradiction. If Captain Deane felt so strongly 
on the subject as his phraseology would seem té imply, we 
wonder that he did not think it due to himself, and to Mr. 
Jonnston,'to publish an immediate disclaimer of the latter 
gentleman’s temperately-expreseed allepations in the columns 
in which his letter appeared. Mr. Jounston’s remarks, 
whether right or wrong, were certainly not uncalled for, be- 
cause the general character of the population of Shanghai 
had been made the subject of debate in the House of Lords ; 
and Captain Dzana’s reply would have had more weight if 
its publication had not been delayed so long as to give it 
rather the appearance of an attack upon an individual than 
an explanation of matters of fact. The question had slum- 
bered so very long that we think it a pity that it should 
have been reopened, when the characters of both the com- 
munities, pitted against each other in so unceremonious a 
manner, must, by mere efflux of time, have undergone great 
modification. For our own part, we must confess that 
“ aweeping charges,” egpecially in morals, carry little weight 
with them.

MATRIMONIAL “MEDIATION.” 

An “ingenious gentleman,” with a very common name, 
which we do not intend to give, since it might possibly serve 
him as an advertisement, appears to be endeavouring to give 
the Germans # very extraordinary idea of the way in which 
English ladies and gentlemen are “married and given in 
marriage.” We have not the slightest fedr that any of our 
German friends will be misled by it; but, for the amuse- 
ment of our readers, we cannot resist giving the following 
translation of an advertisement clipped from the Hamburger 
Neichinchten. The italics only are our own :~- 

“ OFFICE FOR MARRIAGES, LONDON. 

“Old established and only International Institution in 
“England for Marriage Mediation. Since 1856 officially 
“ registered sub R 19759 Inland Revenue. 

“ Rich parties for marriage from the middle classes, and the 
“ mobility of all countries always at disposal. 

“ Respectable (solid) references, and one from his Majesty 
“ the Emperor of Germany, most graciously certifying the 
“ decision of a Court of Honour (ehrengerichthites), com- 
“ posed of a corps of officers, certify che happy result df this 
“ marriage of the Mediation Institute. The favour of orders 
“ is to be directed (postage paid and not anonymous), from 
“ ladies, to Mrs. Directress , and from gentlemen, to 
“ ___, —_—. and Co., ——— , London.” 

Our blank spaces stand for words which in the original 
give an address in @ metropolitan suburb much patronised 
by clerks who have not yet reached the minimum of income 
upon which the benevolent directors of the Union Bank 
lately drew the line between celibacy and wedlock. To 
this modest retreat, therefore, if we are to believe the adver- 
tiser, “rich parties ” and “the nobility of all nations” resor t 
or consign themselves (no doubt incog.) with the view of se- 
curing to themselves, at whatever apparent sacrifice of display 
or dignity, that priceless blessing—disinterested affection. 
If we may judge, however, from the phraseology of the Ma- 
trimonial Mediator, his agency has not yet been crowned 
with any considerable numerical success, for he speaks of this 
marriage in the singular number—and it must have been a 
very singular marriage indeed—which somehow gives the 
impression that his Hymeneal offices have only as yet suc- 
ceeded in founding one union. Having regard to the neigh- 
bourhood, however, we cannot doubt that his agency, if suc- 
cessful, will pave the way to another union of a very dif- 
ferent type—inasmuch as, in the latter establishment, hus- 
band and wife are separated instead of being joined. Giving 
Messrs. ——— and Co. all the credit for sincerity which they 
deserve, and a little more, we will assume that the couple, 
whose happiness has been certified by the Court of Honour, 
sprang not from the “rich parties of the middle classes,” 
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We must own to some little curiosity to know the 
names of the titled bride and bridegroom who forsook the 
fashionable flirtation grounds of Belgravia and Hurlingham 
for the romantic matrimonial prairies accessible only through 
the omnibus or the tramway. We ean well imagine the de- 
light of the newly-wedded pair on finding their happiness 
not cnly the ctowning bliss of their own lives, but also 
« certified by a Court of Honour "—nota dream from which 
they could soon arouse themselves by “ pinching” (as a good 
many couples in their neighbourhood are obliged to do), 
but 4% good substantial article “warranted not to shrink in 
wear.” Nevertheless, we must own to some misgivings lest 
the peer—or peerless—bridegroom, whom we have spp 
were obliged to publish his title to the world, he might turn 
out to be the * Lord Knows Who.” 

It is impossible to resist jesting at such an unblushing 
piece of absurdity 48 the advertisement under notice. We 
are, however, somewhat surprised that it should not have 
been suppressed by the censor of the press, It may, by a re- 
mote possibility, delude some innocent out of money which 
he can ill afford—though he would certainly get a very suffi- 
cient amount of experience in return far it. As the Soot- 
tish poet, PoLLox, says :—

In fools,” 

and it seems hardly likely that persons would be found wil- 
ling to invest in so many outrageous and transparent adver- 
tisements as disfigure the pages of some of our contempora- 
ries if there were not as many pigeons as hawks in the world. 
Perhaps, after all, and morals apart, it is only a new phase of 
the law of demand and supply. As Mark Lemon said— 
“ Ob, dear! Why do they make laws against swindling,

THE BLUE-BOOK ON THE EASTERN COLONIES. 
The third volume of the “Reports on the Present State of 
Her Majesty’s Colonial Possessions,” just presented to Parlia- 
ment, is devoted to Ceylon, Hong Kong, Labuan, Mauritius, and 
the Straits Settlements. We will take them in the order in which 


they appear 
CEYLON. 


Bir Hercules Robinson réports the financial results of the year 
1869 as satisfactory. The revenue was £946,494, against £925,265 
in the previous year; and the expenditure amounted only to 
£881,373, showing an excess of revenue over expenditure of 
£65,121. There is a slight decrease of revenue, under the head of 
Exports, owing to the postponement of shipments of coffee, &e., in 
order to get the benefit of the abolition of the export duties, which 
took effect from Jan. 1, 1870. The net result is, however, as 
above stated, an increase of revenue for the year of £21,229, while 
the expenditure, which amounted in 1868 to £974,950; was te- 
duced to £881,373, a decrease of £93,577. 

The public debt of the colony consists of a loan éf £700,000, 
raised on debentures for the constructicn of the Ceylon Govern- 
metit railway from Colombo to Kandy. In consequénce of the 
successful working of this line, the profits of the railway alone 
proved more than sufficient to meet the interest of the debentures 
and provide for the gradual extinction of the debt; and, under 
these circumstances, the export duties, being no longer required, 
were abolished ; the receipts from the railway have been merged 
into the general revenue of the Island, and that revenue has been 
charged with an annual payment of £58,000 for fourteen years, 
‘wie, it is calculated, will, after defraying the interest of the loan, 
create 4 sinking fund sufficient to provide for the redemption of 
the debentures as they arrive at maturity. 

The value of goods imported in 1869, exclusive of specie, was 
£3,407,004 showing an increase of £3,106 as compared with 1868, 
The total value of Ceylon produce exported in 1869 was 
£2,989,876. The revenue derived from imports and exports 
showed an increase of £9,002 over the previous year. 

The expenditure on public works amounted to £269,853, or 
£56,172 less than in 1868. Of new roads the most important is 
the one from Badulla to Batticaloa, forty-eight miles of which 
have been completed at a cost of £38,449. Other roads opening 
outlets for coffee estates have been completed or commenced, from 
Teldeniya to Galmal Oya, from Ginigathene to Dik Oya, from 
Galle to Morawak Koralé (the new coffee district in the southern 
province), and from Colombo to Ambétellé. Many new bridges 
were also completed in the course of the yeat. The total expen-

HONG KONG. 

The revenue for the year was £199,464, showing an apparent 
decreases of £43,810. Ih reality, However, thers WAS komhé in- 
vtdadd, ad Htedit was érroneouily takes fh 1888 for £85,689, arta- 
ing from the play-house licences. 

The expenditure was £192,309, much lesd that thé prédodit 
year ; but thia; a3 in the cise of revenué, atése froth exceptional 
causes, viz., the remittance in 1868 of thé ther arrémrd of military 
contribution, and the closing of the Mint in 1869. 

The sum expended on public wotks amounted to £39,968, of 
this £17,093 was spent on the Pok-foo-hu watér-worka, which 
yet remain unfinished, and were expected to draw largely on the 
resources of the colony in 1870 and 1871. When completed, 
however, there will be no reason to regret the outlay. ; 

The Mint was closed by the sale of the plant to the Ja ey 
Government for $60,000.. The buildings were dispossd of or 
$65,000. Thus the colony has realised on $125,000 as the result 
of an outlay of nearly half a million of dollars only three gears 
ago. 
The population would appear to have increased from 56,941 tn 
1859, to 121,979 in 1869; but the accuraey of the former census 
seerhs to be much questioned. There are now 4,889 English and 
Atiiericans in the colony.

For twenty-three years the impor exdhoquet has defrayed the 
cust of maintdining the troops in Labuan, but this year will 1c0 & 
well-trained local foros substituted for the troops. This lewal 
force will cost the Government less than 63,000 agent, and fs 
expected to bé more efficient than the one about to be reduced. 
The general health of the population was good in 1869, but two 
companies of the Ceylon Rifles suffered severely from the “ Bert- 
beri,” or “bad sickness.”

MAURITIUS. 

The officer administering the Government (Brigadier Selby 
Smyth) reports a more favourable year than the previous two. 
Not only has there been ah inétease of £17,000 over the revenue 
of the year before, but there has been also an excess of revenue 
over expenditure of £20,000. A marked improvettent haa taken 
place in the railway returns, the receipts exceeding thse Of last 
year by £17,000. This is mainly tha vonsequerice of the crop

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v cy. The number of scholars in the Government schools 
Ted increased 4,500. The criminal returns show & reduction in 
the number of persons tried, but a great increase of prisoners—a 
discrepancy which may be explained that the figures given are 
not believed to be reliable. . 

The value of imports in 1869 fell to £1,619,906 against 
£2,000,097 in the previous year ; while that of exports rose from 
£2,313,134 to £2,601,657 ; 80 great a difference in favour of ex- 
- ports has not been recorded for 20 years. 


The crop of 1869 realised expectation ; it amounted to 107,000 | 


tons, against 99,000 tons in the preceding year ; and it may rank 
as third highest in extent of any year. The saex podria of the 
water supply, which has been diminished by the clearing that has 
been going on for some years, is one of the most important ques- 
tions of the colony. At the end of 1868 the estimated resident 
* population, exclusive of military and shipping, was 324,402, of 
which number 115,503 belonged to the general class, which in- 
cludes Europeans, Creoles, Chinese, dc. and 208,899 to the In- 
dian. These figures are, however, only approximately correct. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
WB Sir Harry St. George Ord reports the increase of revenue over 
that of 1868 as alittle over $11,000, and of expenditure $43,000. 
There has been an excess of expenditure in public works owing 
to the amounts expended on Government House. 
The following table shows the imports and exports of the three 
settlements for the years 1868 and 1869 :—

It will be seen that at Singapore the increase over last year in 
both imports and exports has been but slight, about 1} per cent. 

At Penang the increase in the value of imports has been about 
14 per cent., and of exports about 17 per cent. 

At Malacca there has been an increase of imports of about 10 
per cent., and in its exports an extraordinary increase of upwards 
of 31 per cent. 

As the imports of Singapore represent nearly three-fourths of 
the whole imports of the Settlements, and its exports about two- 
thirds, the total increase on the imports of the Settlements is re- 
duced to about 4 per cent., and that on their exports to about 7 

cent. 

The results show that the trade of Penang is continuing to im- 
prove at a greater rate than that of Singapore, and gives support 
to the belief that it will eventually attain far larger proportions. 

The revenue of Penang shows an increase over that of 1868 of 
$9,869, and a reduction of expenditure of $17,619. The imports 
of the year 1868 show a decrease as compared with those of 1867, 


but those of the past year show an increase over those of 1868 of 


$1,213,202, and over those of 1867 of $948,507. The new treaty 
made during the year with Siam, by which an exchange of land 
was eff with the Rajah of Keddah, caused a slight reduction 
in the area of Province Wellesley. The land obtained from the 
Rajah is, however, more advantageously situated for agricultural 


than that surrendered to him. It is already in demand by 


hinese and other cultivators. 
The trade of Malacca, which has hitherto shown a steady annual 


increase, has this year taken a sudden and very large rise ; this is 


no doubt mainly owing to the extension of cultivation which there 
has been in the Settlement itself, whilst at Penang the result is 
more due to the anes of the trade with Sumatra and other 
neighbouring ports. The actual revenue for the year 1869 
amounted to $123,626 35c., being an increase of $14,716 82c. on 
that of 1868. The expenditure for 1869 amounted to $124,429 
40c., in 1868 $147,687 37c., being a decrease of $23,257 93c. on 
that for 1868. This decrease is owing to reduction of expendi- 
ture in public works, convict departments, and local prisons, &c.

Foreign Intelligence, 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hawsvra, August 8. 

There being a dead calm in politics the German press are rather at @ 
loss how to fill their columns, and have therefore taken up as a godsend 
the religious question mentioned in my last letter, and are doing their 
best to fan it into a flame. Not that there is any new feature to report 
to-day, except perhaps the significant oneof Dr. Déllinger, the uncom- 
promising opponent of the Infallibility dogma, and for which he wes 
placed out of the pale of theCatholic Church by excommunication of the 
highest grade, being elected by an overwhelming majority of his fellow 
Professors to be rector of the University of Munich, which of course has 
drawn down on their devoted heads the still greater anger of the Ultra- 
montane party, and will probably lead to their being excommunicated 
all together. 

Rumours are afloat concerning the resignation of the Duke of Bruns- 
wick, but there is a difficulty as to the succession. There are so-called 
House-laws in existence, by which the two branches of the Guelphicf 
family—Hanover and Brunswick—are to be united in the failure o 
heirs in one of them. The present Duke is not married, and his only 
brother was unseated by the revolution of 1848, and has ever since 
then been leading an eccentric kind of life at Paris; so that before the 
events of 1866 it was a fully understood thing that on the death or 
resignation of the present Duke his little Duchy would become incor- 
porated with the Kingdom of Hanover. But now that King George 
has lost his crown—figuratively at least, for in reality he managed to 
save his valuable jewels, and has them all with him at Vienna—and 
his kingdom having been annexed to, and forming now a province of 
Prussia, the affair becomes more complicated, as not only does Prussia 
consider herself the inheritor of all the rights and dignities attaching to 
the Crown of Hanover, but she sets up another and separate claim to the 
Duchy of Brunswick, should it become vacant, as the successor and heir 
in direct desceut of the great Elector of Brandenburg, whose consort was 
a Princess of Brunswick. Itis but natural that the present Duke should 
prefer to see the succession go to his nearest relative, the ex-King of 
Hanover, but the claim of Prassia is well-founded, and under present 
circumstances requires much consideration in a legal and technical point 
of view. Negotiations have been opened on the subject, and there is 
reason to believe that provided the ex-King of Hanover can be induced 
to recognise the status quo and abdicate his throne in favour of Prussia 
—which he has not done yet, and Prussia only holds Hanover by rightof 
conquest—then the Emperor would acknowledge the succession of the 
Hanoverian branch to the Duchyof Brunswick, whenever the expected 
vacancy occurs. It will, however, be exceedingly difficult to perauade 
the ex-King to resign his pretensions ; but if he will not do so for him~ 
self, he may perhaps be willing to accede for the sake of his only son, 
a young man of about twenty-three years of age, who is now kicking 
his heels at Vienna. It is of course impossible to penetrate the veil 
that conceals the future, but as matters now stand there is but little 
chance of a restoration, the more so that the Hanoverians are perfectly 
content with their transfer, and have no wish for the return of their 
Guelphic sovereign. 

Prince Bismark, who is enjoying his otium cum dignitate at 
his Pomeranian Tusculum of Varzin Castle, has written a very 
flattering letter of gratitude to Herr Carl Wilhelm, the music-master 
who composed the spirit-stirring national song of ‘Die Wacht am 
Rheim,” accompanied by a cheque for one thousand dollars out of the 
fands at his disposal as Chancellor of the Empire. The equally-de- 
serving author of the poem iteelf, Max Schneckenberger, did not live 
long enough to receive a similar compliment, but died last year in very 
indigent circumstances. The Empress, however, soon after sent a hand- 
some present to his surviving widow, 

Our Zoological Gardens here have just received a very valuable pre- 
sent from Messrs. Diekmann Barkhausen and Co., of n, in the 
shape of a healthy and beautiful three-year-old elephant, which arrived 
here in safety by the Hamburg barque Linda, whose skipper, Captain 
Hupfer, had paid it the greatest care and attention during the five 
months’ passage. There was, however, some little danger in landing the 
animal, to facilitate which the vessel was placed alongside one of the 
landing-stages, and on to this the elephant walked from the deck of the 
Linda. Perhaps he did not like the appearance of the Hamburgers, who 
looked and were dressed so differently to the natives of his own country, 
or perhaps he took it into his capacious head that he was being 
marched out for execution; whatever may have been the cause, 
certain it is that he became at first sulky, and then obstreperous, 
refusing at first to move and afterwards setting off at a round trot, for- 
tunately in the direction he was wanted to go. No accident occurred, 
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8nd on his arrival at the Gardens he was introduced to his cousin the 
African elephant, with whom he appears to be on very good terms, 
for when I saw them a day or two ago they were fraternising 
and appeared to be both very comfortable. Among the other 
valuable presents lately received by the Zoological Society may 
be mentioned several large exemplars of the chelonia tmbricata 
—some of them three feet long—a species of turtle from the 
Pellew Islands, as well as four full grown specimens of the marble- 
streaked water lizard (Hydrosaurus Marmoratus) from the same 
group of islands, presents from Messrs. J. C. Godeffroy and Son, of this 
city, in one of whose vessels they were brought over. 

When the first instalment of the war indemnity was paid the other 
day, which was chiefly in bills of exchange, it was discovered at Berlin 
that they were not en regle, and required to be specially and separately 
endorsed by the French Minister of Finance, and M. Pouyer-Quertier 
had to sign his name on them three thousand times. A part of the 
second instalment was also paid in bankers’ bills, but to save himself 
a similar laborious job, the Minister of Finance made no conditions 
about the amount of each bill, and thus it happened that there wero 
amongst them three of the Jargest sums perhaps ever drawn in one bill. 
One !was drawn by Rothschild, at Paris, on the London house, for 
£1,279,000 ; another was on a Belgian firm for f.14,000,000, and the 
third was for 8,000,000 florins on Amsterdam. At Berlin no banker 
could be found able to discount such unwieldy amounts, and they had 
to be sent to the respective drawees to be changed into sums of more 
moderate dimensions, an operation attended with considerable expenses 
and commission, which, however, by the deep forethought of Prince Bis- 
mark, who provided for such a contingency by a special stipulation in 
the Treaty of Peace, have all to be borne exclusively by France. 

Thenumber of Germansso harshly expelled from Paris Jast autumn, and 
who have reported themselves at the Chancellor's office to claim com- 
pensation, amounts in round numbers to 12,300, the South Germans 
preponderating considerably. It is not yet settled in what manner the 
q@istribution of the fund will be made. 


COMMERCIAL. 

There have been no fluctuations in the Tea market, and prices are 
firm. The quality of the new Congou only gives partial satisfaction, 
the quality not being equal to what was expected. The deliveries of 
cleaned Rice are satisfactory ; most of the late arrivals of rough grain 
were sold for arrival, and only the small cargo of Moulmein, per Dios- 
euren, is still in the market. The sale of 6,000 bags Rangoon, per 
Panama, afloat for delivery on arrival, is just reported. Of Cassia Lig- 
nea 8,000 chests have been sold at 11 sch. beo. per lb., and the price now 
is 114 to 11}. Flores continues to improve. Pepper is also again 
higher, 64 sch. beo. having been paid for Singapore. In Spelter no 
business done, the nominul price being 12 to 124 mks. beo. per centner.

JAPANESE IN NEW YORK. 

P The New York Times gives the following high-flown account of the 
arrival of some Japanese students in that city:—Thirty young Ja- 
panese noblemen belonging to the most illustrious families in Japan, 
and under the leadership of Prince Schemidzo Jugad, have arrived in 
New York from San Francisco, and occupied quarters at the St. Ni- 
cholas Hotel. The young gentlemen are sent to this country by the 
Government of Japan in order to complete their educations, and es- 
pecially with a view of examining mechanical inventions. As a 
general thing, these young Japanese possess very intelligent faces, and 
gazed around them with an air of half alarm, half astonishment, that 
was quite amusing. They were all dressed in irreproachable black 
broadcloth, and had it not been for their almond-shaped eyes and 
coffee-coloured complexions, they would have passed muster on Broad- 
way for well-dressed Spaniards. 


Prince Schemidzo Jugad, who has ch of the party, was educated 
in this country, and now occupies a very high position near the person 
of the Mikado. The Prince is about thirty years of age, and has a 
very prepossessing appearance. He converges in English fluently, and 
with ecarcely a perceptible accent. He is quite intelligent and, though 
somewhat reserved and haughty, he conversed on various topics with 
considerable animation, and alluded more than once to his thorough 
knowledge of the English language and his familiarity with American 
institutions. He says that the young Japanese, not one of whom is 
over twenty years of age, are very apt and eager in their desire to ac- 
quire knowledge, and will, beyond a doubt, make rapid progress in the 
various studies to which they may apply their minds. Prince Schemidzo 
Jugad farther stated the young noblemen are to be instructed with 
the object of fitting them to occupy important positions in the 
Foreign-office of Japan, which has recently hacctne @ very important 
department of the Japanese State. Upon his arrival, the Prince, fol- 
lowed by his charges, stepped up to the hotel register and wrote, in 
fair legible characters, ‘‘ Prince Schemidzo Jugad, Japan, with twenty- 
nine companions.” Soon afterwards the Japanese were shown to their 
reapective rooms, as much as to escape the insolent curiosity of the 
crowd which had gathered in the hotel vestibule, as to refresh them- 
selves after their long jaunt across the continent. The distinguished 
visitors will remain but a few days in the city in order to view the 
objects of interest, when they will be sent in detachments of four or 
five to the different colleges throughout the country.

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Tre Rev. Hue Witovcssy JERMYN, who, as announced in our 
last issue, will succeed the Right Rev. Dr. P. C. Claughton in the 
Bishopric of Colombo, was educated at Trinity-hall, Cambridge, 
where he took his B.A. degree in 1841.

His Netherlands Majesty's screw corvette Willem, 16 guns, Captain 
Toutenhoofd, arrived at Spithead on the 12th inst. from Batavia, bound 
for Nieu Diep, and exchanged the usual salutes on entering the road- 
stead with the flagship of the Port Admiral and Naval Commander-in 
Chief.

Tue steamship Cella, Captain Gleadell, from China, via the Suez 
Canal and Malta, arrived in Plymouth Sound on the 12th inst. to re- 
plenish coal. This steamer has laid the telegraph cable between Hon, 
Kong and Shanghai, and is returning to London, with a full genera! 
cargo and the staff who were employed in laying the cable.

COMMERCIAL POSTSCRIPT. 
—_—O0=— 

The supplies of new season’s Tea have been increased by the arriva] 
of the steamers Ulysses and the Lord of the Isles. The cargo by 
these vessels amounts to 3,518,000 lbs. and the prospect of this large 
quantity being placed upon the market tends toincrease the previous de- 
pression, and business in new season's Congou continues of very limited 
extent. At public sale of 505 chests new season’s Moning Congou 
catalogued 188 chests offered without reserve, sold at 1s. 53d. to 1s. 6d., 
but the remainder offered at reserved prices were withdrawn. 

The Produce Markets Review says there has not been any consider- 
able alteration in prices since our last report ; with the present indis- 
position to buy on the part of the wholesale dealers, there can be no 
doubt that if large quantities of new tea were placed on the market a 
further fall would have to be submitted to. The high-priced Monings 
are relatively very dear, compared with what can be bought from 1s. 
8d. to 2s., and in point of quality are inferior even to the second-rate 
teas of last year. The leaf of most of the Monings this season is un- 
usually good, which is no small advantage, for the common and dusty 
character, even of many of the best parcels imported in past years, 
has displeased every one. The season has opened badly for mer- 
chants, and at present there is no prospect of a change for the better ; 
already we are assured that large sales have been made which show a 
clear loss to the importers of from 1d. to 4d. per lb., and those who 
are holding in the expectation of better prices are hardly likely to 
fare better than those who have already sold. It was only last year 
that the home trade were congratulating themselves that a new policy 
had been adopted in China, which was likely to be firmly adhered to 
in future years. Successive seasons of heavy losses appeared at last to 
have produccd their natural result, reflection succeeded recklessness, 
and not only were shipments so regulated as to harmonise with con- 
sumption, but the value of Tea in England, for the first time for 
many years, was adopted asa basis on which to make purchases for 
this market. The result of the year’s trading was such as might 
have been expected, for large sums were made by many lucky 
operators, and the result to importers was generally of the most satis- 
factory character. This year the old and ruinous system of shipping 
quantities far in excess of what the trade can buy has again been re- 
gorted to, and will of course result in heavy losses to the importers, 
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r hile the dealers’ trade for the time is thrown into confusion. These 
fesults are the more to be regretted, ag there is no reason whatever 
tor supposing that the total imports this year will be excessive ; jf, 
herefore, shipments had been regulated somewhat in accordance with 
he probable demand, a profitable year would no doubt have resulted ; 
as it is, we may expect undue depression in prices for a few months, 

to be followed by an advance, beneficial only to a few speculative 


houses. 

A telegram from Hong Kong, dated August 4, gives the total ex- 
perts from China up to that date as 57,000,000 lhs. A private telegram 
states the quantity exported up to the 8th inst. as 64,000,000 lbs., 
or ngarly one-half of the seagon’s supply.

Monetary and Commercial, 


The report of the Mediterranean Extension Telegraph Company 
(Limited), to be presented on the 15th instant, recommends the 
payment of the usual half-yearly dividend on the Eight per Cent.

the teas first on the London market were those by the steamer 
Australia, which were forwarded by railway from Southampton. 
This objection was, however, overruled on the point that the dus- 
tralia was not despatched direct from Hankow. The officers and

Bussche, a gratuity of a month’s pay. 

The suspension is announced of Messrs. Blair and Co., calico 
printers, of Glasgow and Manchester. The liabilities are stated 
at £20,000. 

A telegram received from Hong Kong by the London manager 
of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation intimates 
that for the past half-year a dividend is proposed at the rate of 
12 per cent. per annum, $100,000 are to be placed to the reserve 
fund (which will then amount to $900,000), and $30,000 are to be 
carried forward to the new account. 


BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for July are satisfactory, both ag 
regards the month and the seven months to which they relate. 
The exports of British and Irish Frodoce in July were valued at 
£19,817,991, being an increase of more than two millions sterling 
over the corresponding period of 1870 and of 1869. For the seven 
months the total value was £121,455,961, or £6,900,00Q more than 
the same monthg of last year. The increase on the month is 
distributed over most of the principal items—alkali, apparel, che- 
mical products, coal, cotton yarn, earthenware, haberdashery, hard- 
ware, leather, linen manufactures, machinery silk and woolen 
manufactures—the latter showing an improvement of 30 per 
cent. Cotton goods were stationary, and there wasa slight 
decrease in linen and jute yarn, beer, fish, and some of the 
miscellaneous goods. The imports in July were valued at 
£31,251,153, an increase of £6,561,013 over the return for July of 
last year. For the seven months the total is £186,507,467, ex- 
ceeding the values of the same period in 1870 by £23,179,122. In 
the return for the month an increase is shown in respect of wheat, 
Indian maize, flax, hemp, hides, paper, and raw silk. The quan- 
tities of duty-paying articles entered for home consumption were 
greater in the case of tea, tobacco, coffee, cocoa, wine, spirits, and 
unrefined sugar—in the last-named to the extent of 50 per cent.

TEA. 

The first of the new season’s Teas from Hankow have met with but 
Nttle demand. Exporters have generally held aloof from the market, 
whilst the trade have shown an unnsual apathy with regard to pur- 
chasing, owing to the quality being generally considered inferior to 
last season’s, the finest Teas having been bought by the Russian houses 
in Hankow for direct shipment to Odessa. The Teas ex Enterprise, 
Erl King, and Craigforth showed no improvement in quality on those 
per Australia, and several importers, finding it difficult to get satis- 
factory offers by private contract, have resorted to public sale without 
reserve, 610 packages being offered on the 2nd instant, 1,688 packages 
on the 4th instant, and 4,135 packages on the 9th. The result has 
been to establish a decline of fully 3d. per lb. on the opening rates 
for good to fine kinds, whilst finest, from their comparative scarcity, 
have fairly maintained the opening prices. It bas now become diffi- 
cult to obtain offers privately for the fair to good and fine descrin- 
tions; but we trust the moderate range of prices which are now 
established for these classes will shortly lead to more confidence and 
larger transactions on the part of buyers. In old season Teas but 
little has been done, but the sales made have been at rather higher 
prices for good common Congous, both red-leaf and black-leaf kinds, 
the lower qualities still showing great depression. 

Red-leaf Congous: Siftings remain without improvement. Broken- 
leaf kinds have sold 4d. to 4d. per lb. dearer, also fair to good common. 
Fair to good and fine are scarce ; buyers are now waiting the arrival 
of the new season’s. A few hundred boxes of Pak-Ling have sold ex 
Australia, from 2s. 5d. to 2s. 6d. per lb. Bilack-leaf kinds: Low to 
fair common remain difficult of sale, a few of good common have been 
sold rather dearer. Fair to good and fine of old season have been 
neglected, the attention of the trade having been directed to the new 
season’s, details of which are given above. Amoy kinds show no 
change. In new make Canton kinds, further arrivals, per Australia 
and Overland route, have come to hand, but have met with only aslow 
sale at from 1s. to 1s. 1d. per lb. for common to fair kinds. Oolongs 
have been neglected, also Souchongs and Flowery Pekoes. Scented 
teas: The arrivals per Australia met with only a moderaie demand.

The crop, with the exception of Ooanfas, is below an average, owing, we 
infer, to wet weather during the process of curing, as most chops have a 
dark leaf after infasion and want of aroma, but they are geaerally well 
made, and highly fired. Buyers have acted with extreme caution, and 
a smaller quantity than usual has been sold and at declining prices, so 
that recourse has been had to publicsale, without reserve, and 7,000 cheats 
have already been disposed of by this channel. The Canton Scenteds, 
although equal to those of last season, per Taiping (the firat arrival), 
have met with little attention, and only a few sales have been made 
at 2d. to 3d. per Ib. below opening rates of last year. The telegrams 
from China to 8th inst. give the export at 64,000,000 lbs., and this 
enormous quantity (nearly half the total supply), shipped in two 
months, has naturally tended to make buyers cautious. For Export, 
buyers to the Continent have bought only of finest quality, and to 
other parte there has been no trade doing.
